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The President on the Censtitution.
Irls acommon proverb that it is easier to
pull down than to build up, end this is espe-
cially teue with respect to a political system
like that of the United States. The process
of forming the Constitution of our Federal
Government was an arduovs and protracted
one, in which the best and purest minds of
that period took part. With all the light
reflected upon their labors by the experience
of preceding ages, there was great difficulty
in adjusting the various opimons and con-
flicting interests that Impeded the task; and
it was exceedingly doubtful, even up to the
closing sessions of the Convention, whether
the plan finally proposed could or would
recelve the necessary vote in its favor. And
when, afterwards, the Constitution agreed
upon in convention in this city was submitted
for ratification to the people of the several
States, there was much apprebension felt that
the instrument might not receive the required
assent of nine out of the thirteen States of the
old federation, and therefore fail ol adoption
altogether.

The felicity of its operation during eighty
odd years of trial, with but few material
amendments iz all that long interval ol time,
forcibly attests the almost perfect fitness of
the organic law of the National Government
to the purposes and ends it was designed to
meet, as well as the rare wisdom nand fore-
sight ot those enlightened statesmen who
were its authors.

These facts in the constitutional history of
the Republic should strongly engage popular
reverence for a framework of government
which cost #0 much to sccure it in the begin-
ning, and which no ordinary men could have
devised. But as innovations on any system of
civil order,once begun, are apt to breed a
passion for change rather for its own sake
than for any substantial improvement, either
argently needed or clearly perceived, they
are to be ardently discouraged, as adapted to
lead to some undefined extent, and to the
most disastrous consequences,

This spirit is exhibited just now ina re-
markable mannper, and to an unprecedentad
degree, by certain members of the present
Congress: and it is not at all suzprising that
the President regards the watter with de-
cided distavor. In a recent conversation of
1iis with a distinguished Senator, Mr. Jonn-
80N is reported to have said :—

“Proposttions Lo amend the Constitution are
becoming a2 numerous as preatmbles and reso-
lutions at town meetings, ealled to consides the
most ordinary gnestiong  connected with the
administration of local affnies. ALl this, in my
opinlon, has a tendency to dim nish the dignity
and prestige attached to the Constitution 0 the
country, snd to lesson the respect and ::gnmluur.-;-
of the iu-oplen. i heir great charter ol froedom.’

This is strong language, but not a whit too |

strong for the occasion. It justly rebnkes

that silly propensity of a certain class of poli- |

ticians to be perpetunlly tinkering at the most
sacred forms and established provisions of

government in our land; just as if they were |

wiser than our fathers, and could improve,
by almost any ill-considered and immatured
alterations, the fabries of social organization
and civil administration which those seemingly
inspired sages constructed and bequeathed to
us. Indeed, as the President more than inti-
mates, there is a levity of temper and an itch-
ing meddlesomeness of disposition displayed
with respect to amending the Constitution of
the United States, which find their reflection
in the volubility of stump orators and the
miserable platitudes of those who seribble the
“ preambles and resolutions of town meetings.”
And we entirely agree with him In thinking that
all such trifling with so grave a matter as the
Federal Constitution i fitted to sink that
deservedly venerable instrument in popular
respect, and to divest It of very much of that
august suanctity which should be constantly
preserved as one of the most efllcacious
muniments of its Integrity and safery.

Nor js the Presgident without high antho-
rity for the profound saeacity and wholesome
conservatism o! the views hg has so Intely
expressed In referénce to this subjeet. Wasi-
INoTON, In his “Farewell Address” to the
people of the United States, uttered like sen-
timents In the following impressive admoni-
tion :—“Towards the preservation of your
Government, and the permaunency ol your
presont happy state, it is requsite not only
thay you steadily discountenance irregular
oppositions to its acknowledged authorlsy, but
also that you resist, with care, the spirit of
{nnovation upon ils principles, however spe-
clous the pretezt. One method of assault may
be to efiect, in the forms of the Constitution,
alterations which will impair the energy of
the system, and thus to undermine what can-
pot be directly overthrown, In all the changes
to which you may be invited, remembur that
time and habit are at leastws necessary to fix
the true character of governmoents as of other
human institations) that experience Is the
gurest standard by which to test the real ten-
dency of the existing Constitution of a coan-

try; and that facility in changes, upon the
eredit of mere hypothesis and opinlon, exposes
to perpetual damage, from the endless variety
of hypothesis and opinion.”

But it would seem that & wumber—we

hope & small minority—of the members of the l
present Congreas have no very grestregard and so credlla

for the views of elther President WasmNG-
TOoN or President Jouwson touching the
imprudence of making too many and too fre-
quent slterations of the fundamental and
supreme law of the Natlonal Government.
They have, apparently, got into thelr heads
the conceit that they were not sent to Wash-
Ington to logislate for the ordinary and car-
rent affairs of the count-y, or, as President
Jonnson oxpreases it, “thoss more important
and urpent matters, legislation upon which is
essen tial for the restoration of the Union, the
peace of the country, and the prosperity of
the people,” but that their real and only
mission s, to totally abelish the OCon-
stitution of 17587, and make an entirely and
bran new one for the oation. The people's
representatives are, in that respeet, entirely
in error, If the Constitution really requires
any further amendments than have already
been accomplished, there will be fime enough
to propose them when the Union is com-
pletely restored, and the people ol all the
States are in a situation to consider and
decide upon them. In the meanwhile, there
are [preseing questions of taxation, finance,
commerce, internal improvements, the tarif
and the like, demanding action at the hauds
of Congress; and the people everywhere, no
doubt, will be greatly more pleased to have
these matters attended to with due prompt-
ness and deliberation, than to have their

minds agitated and the final restoration of the
peace and unity of the country postponed by
propositions to amend the Congtitution, which
are either not needed ag all, or are of doubtful
expediency.

South Carolina Redivivus.
Masor-GeNERAL DANikL E. Stoknes, now
in command of the Department of South
Carolina, has recently issued an order which
will create a sensation among the haughty
aristocrats of that pestilent State, In a calm
and demonstrative way he disposes of the
question so long discussed and so little under-
stood—the equality of the white and black
races in the eyes of the law. ‘The first state-
ment he makes s terse and concise, but every
word Is tull of meaning :—“All laws shall be
applicable alike to all inbabitants, No person
shall be beld incompetent to sue, make com-
plaints, or to testify, because of color or
caste.” This sounds lhke democracy of the
broadest character. It would seem to mean
that the eulersd man wus to be elevated,
and the poor man entitled to all
his  franchises. Im furtherance of his
| plan, he urges all persons living within the
| limits of the State to apply themselves as-

giduourly to the development of the agricul-
! tural resources of the department, promising
every protection which the military arm of
the Government can supply. This is admira-
bly adapted to produce a foeling of security
| upon the part of those who are really anxious
| to reconstruct the SBouth, and bring ahout the
prosperity that prevailed before bad men
urged the two sections idto a2 bloody and
ruinous conflict, On the other hand he
clearly intimates that persons not disposed to
labor for their own support, whether they be
white or black, will be dealt with as their
confumacy may seem to deserve. It is his
intention to see that the system of serldom
shall not be exchanged for that of pauperism.
Every able-bodied man will be required to
do his portion in regaining the position lost by
rebellion and crime, This is a common sense
view of the delicate question. Every one
I will be compelled to earn his bread by the
sweat of his brow. The masters, who lorded
. 1t 8o proudly, must gain their livelihood by
some honest means, while the recently un-
shackled slaves, bern to a new and nobler life,
| will be required to prove their capability to
| enjoy the freedom which has been bought at

such feartul expenditure of bloed and trea-

sure. General S1cK1.E8' order abolishes ail
! inequalives of punishment, and makes cor-

poral punishment, valess in specially provided *

cases, & criminal offense,
|  The order will change the aspect of affairs

in South Carolina, where the task-masters’
| whip and thethong of the brutal ovepseer have
| solong held sway. But the chivalry must

acknowledge that the world moves, and that
| barbarities and brutalities must give way be-
fore the march of an advancing ecivilization.
Hoary-headed outrages are not to be tolerated
in acivilized age and among Christian people.
